GLENDALE CHAMBER ASSERTS

Tuesday Sanitary Inspector Hol- 
lenbeck, found cel@ry offered for sale 
at a fruit stand that had been 
heavily sprayed with arsenic. One 
grower confessed that he had beep 
spraying his celery with a solution 
using thirty-five pounds of arsenic to 
an acre, just a few days before tak- 
img u to the market.

During. the same Congress one 
B. Franklin Whittemore of South 
Carolina was accused of accepting 
pecuniary considerations for ap- 
pointments to both the Military and 
Naval Academies. While a resolu- 
tion of expulsion was pending Mr. 
Whittemore resigned his seat. De- 
spite the fact that he was no long- 
er a member of the Congress, the 
House passed a condemnatory res- 
olution on Feb. 24, 1870. Mr. 
Whittemore sought to clear up his 
record by being re-elected to Con- 
gress. He succeeded in his cam- 
paign, but the House refused to let 
him be seated, so his efforts went 
for nothing.

member. This man was Brigham 
H. Roberts of Utah, a Mormon, 
who avowedly had three wives, It 
was pointed out in his defense that 
these wives were taken entirely le- 
gally and under the sanction of the 
Mormon Church before that church 
prohibited polygamy. Mr. Roberts 
was refused a seat by the other 
members of the House. The vote 
ocourred on Jan. 25, 1900.

finest in selling points size of 
the East Siberian salmon, although 
for quality many prefer that caught 
on the west coast of the Okhotsk 
Sea. But because of their size and 
flavor the price of a salmon here 
ie two and one-half times that of 
the best Kamchatka salmon. 
Although not a Japanese, nor even 
an East Siberian, I feel myself quall- 
fied to deacribe the whole fish coast 
of East Siberia in operation. I 
reached it, indeed. The binding tie 
among the fish peoples is as fish 


Ozerpakh station produces, normal- 
ly, from 3000 to 50900 tons of salmon 
and salmon cavair annually. Two 
adjoining stations operatec by the 
same owner have a smaller output 
each. I had read a lot about salmon 
fishing, but I had to go to the 
Okhotsk Sea to get for myself the 
secret of how the great salmon 
catch comes about. It comes about 
through the instinct of the salmon 
to go against the current. 

Twice a year salmon endure what 
the Irishman suffers from all his 
life. It is at these times, spring and 
autumn, when they go to inland 
waters. These waters are reached 
through river currents. The  sal- 
mon takes to the contending flow 
as Wolf Larsen took to the teeth 
of the typhoon, or as De Valera 
takes to the growl of the British 
bulldog. It is when he is ferninat. 
The weir is bullt across the current. 


The salmon, fighting the current, 
comes up against the weir and fol- 
lows it into the trap at the mid- 
Stream end. He can get out of the 
trap and escape it but only by 
going with the current. It is 
against hig nature, he is a Sinn 
Feiner. If he gets out he turns 
right around and goes right back 
into the trap. He may get in and 
out several times, but sooner or 
later he is hauled up by the nets 
that lle on the riverbed beneath. 
And so the accumulated Siberian 
gaimon catch comes about now al- 
most as much as that on the Ameri- 
can salmon coast. 

A fishing station on the fish coast 
of Tartary Straits and Liman Gulf 
consists of a landing. fish sheds and 
dwellings. And at a right angle, the 
wier, with the trap at the end from 
which the catch is collected, and 
when brought ashore is salted, 
pickled, smoked, or canned. The 
station may have commodious two- 
story houses for . living quarters, 
great iron-roofed fish sheds where 
the salting, pickling, smoking, and 
caviar-making are carried on, and 
supplies are stored, and inclosed 
sheds for canning. Or it may be 
only a few picturesque huts knit into 
the cliff, cosy and gay in the summer 
sun, with the water laving the nar- 
row beach and chasing drift among 
the scattered rocks and piling under 
the quay platfrom, There are many 
small Russian fish operators who 
have a single seagoing boat, take on 
it to the fishing station all their men 
and supplies, stay throvghout the 
fishing season, and bring back on it 
not only the men they took up, but 
the season's catch when the season 
is past. 

On the way to Kamchatka and

ence under the expected conditions 
would be difficult, if not impossDle.

Most of 
them appeared to continue to pros- 
per. What proved a further refuta- 
tion of the prophecies of evil was 
the increase in the number of eat- 
Ing places. They have grown s0 
rapidly in number lately that near- 
ly every block on the popular up- 
town avenues now doasts of its 
restaurant. There were, of course, 
few or none of the discouraging 
resulta which were expected from 
prohibition. 
There is, however, another ele- 
ment in the increase in the number 
of restaurants which must be tak- 
en into consideration. The housing 
problem had its e in counter- 
acting whatever effect prohfbition 
may have had. Many small apart- 
ments designed for those who took 
their meals in restaurants were put 
on the market. Indeed, the two and 
three-room homes with the harm- 
Jess and useful kitchenette took the 
place of the more capacious house- 
keeping apartments in which fami- 
had been able to ignore res- 
taurants.

ing in Washington condone the act 
of Japanese military force in tak- 
ing possession in 1914 and keeping 
possession down to the present of 
both German and Chinese property 
in railways and mines in the prov- 
ince of Shantung? 

If the powers decide the principle 
justly, there will be nothing for 
Japan to negotiate about concern- 
ing rights in Shantung acquired 
from the Germans by the Treaty of 
Versailles. The principle is clear; 
et there be no more humbugging 
in any future conference. 

Again there is this question: ls the 
territorial integrity of any nation 
secure when any outside nation 
can place its own soldiers in bar- 
racks located on another's territory 
and continue military occupation of 
any tract of land belonging to an- 
other? In a general way, the ques- 
tion concerns all the legations in 
Peking, which since the Boxer up- 
rising in 1900 and the subsequent | 
protocol still maintain Legation 
guards in Peking and all along the 
railway from Peking to the sea. 
Twenty years after that tragic 
period, and in the face of glowing 
compliments for the establishment 
of the republic and for China's 
entry into the family of nations on 
her entering the war on the right 
side, is it not a little inconsistent 
to insist that foreign troops shall 
remain in China's capital and along 
her highways? 

CONDONE OR CONDEMN? 


Specifically, ought the powers to 
condone Japan's continued military 
occupation of illegally acquired 
property in Shantung, and, just as 
vital a matter to China's integrity, 
the military occupation of portions 
of Manchuria and Mongolia. as if 
they were of the same color as 
Korea, and, what is more aggra- 
vating, the retention of barracks 
near the city of Hankow, in the 
very center of China? If the pow- 
ers will decide the principle rightly. 
a great cause of aggravation to 
China from Japan will be removed. 

It is to be hoped that a correct 
principle bearing on all these rela- 
tions will be re-established, that 
China’s national integrity will be 
safeguarded and her plans for self- 
detelopment facilitated, that the 
estrangement now existing between 
China and Japan will disappear, and 
that all the powers of the West will 
find their giory in reaffirming 
principles of righteousness the world 
over as the best guarantee of peace 
in the Pacific. and everywhere else, 
on land or sea.

Under the supervision of Architect 
John J. Frauenfelder, work is pro- 
ceeding ra y on the fine resi- 
dence of J. J. Warrick on Inverness 
Drive, north of Los Feliz Boule- 
vard. The house, which will be of 
Italian architecture, will be one of 
the most substantially constructed 
in Los Angeles, according to Mr.

sinews of war necessary to keep the 
traffic needs of this territory con- 
stantly under surveillance; to secure 
the correction of present handicaps 
and inequalities; to see that equit- 
able tariffs are 

“Even more —— mportant to Los 
Angeles than the long-haul trans- 
continental rates, are the local rates 
out of Los Angeles to its legitimate 
trade territory. These long and 
short-haul rates out of Los Angeles 
are at present, and long have been. 
from 10 to 5 per cent higher 
than the rates from Northern Cali- 
‘ornia and mid-west points for 
#qual distances; varying on different 
commodities and distances. Ship- 
pers of Southern California must 
provide the funds for cariying on 
the work of an effective organiza- 
tion to correct this abuse. Not a 
single shipper tan justify himself 
for staying out of this organization. 
nor failing tv volunteer his pro 
rata share of the moncy necessary 
to do the work and get resulta. 

WATER “COMPETITION. 

“The railroads themselves are 
trying to secure the consent of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
for the institution of a terminal dif- 
ferential enabling them to make 
competitive rates with the water 
routes for transcontinental traffic to 
tidewater terminals; but the inte- 
rior cities are opposing such a con- 
cession and it will mean work to 
get this adjustment established. The 
railroads should in justice be giv- 
en the right to meet water com- 
petition to all points west, casi 
and south. 

“Water rates are not subject to 
the same laws as rail rates and are 
full of inequalities because any 
line can make any rate it pleases. 
This may operate for or agains: 
shippers, and it may discriminate 
as between shippers. What is 
needed is regulation that will et- 
fectively put every shipper by wa 
ter on an equal basis with every 
other water shipper. The rater 
should be lower than rail rates but 


they should be the same for each 
and all. 


“Just recently, a shipment of 
giucose from New York was dis- 
charged at Los Angeles Harbor, ut 
a rate of 45 cents, on which the 
rail rate would have been $1.83%. 
It was a purely piratical and un- 
warranted rate, and is illustrative 
of what the are up 
against from this quarter. 

“These facts will show the con- 
ditions. ‘There is not a bit of ig- 
norance on the matter of rates. nor 
is there any indifference. We have 
the organization to do all that can 
be humanly done to protect Los 
Angeles shippers and to get a 
square deal for them. All . they 
have to do is to back up this or 
ganization with all the needful 
funds for continuous work to se- 
cure what is possible. 

L. A. RATES HIGHER. 


„My emphasis is on the need for 
putting Los Angeles on an equality 
with other distributing centers on 
the short outhaul to its trade terri- 
tory in Southern California, in Ne- 
vada, Arizona, Utah, New Mexico 
and Old Mexico. The railroads 
serving Los Angeles legitimate ter- 
ritory must be given to under- 
stand that Los Angeles shipper: 
will no longer stand for the higher 
rates—10 to 50 per cent higher— 
than other shippers pay for the 
same distances. 

“Now that we are shipping out 
more goods than any other city on 
the Coast, we insist that Los An- 
geles’ freight dollar shall send Los 
Angeles’ goods as far east or south 
as any eastern freight dollar can 
send goods west. And we insist that 
Los Angeles dollar shall carry 
goods as many miles as San Fran- 
— dollar or Portland's or Seat- 
tle’s. It isn’t doing so now. With 
the proper support of every shipper 
we will make it do so, if the right 
kind of intelligent fight to a finish 
will do it, backed by the unanimous 
support of the manufacturers and 
merchants who do the shipping. 

NEED SUPPORT.

The steamship lines have waked 
up to Los Angeles’ importance as a 
maritime shipper before the rail- 
roads have waked up to the fact 
that a metropolis and producer has 
taken the place of the townsite and 
consumer. The ships are making 
rates and competing for the busi- 
ness of the shippers; both as be- 
tween the steamship lines and be- 
tween the ships and the railroads; 
as shown in the success of citrus 
shipments by water and the pro- 
posed bullding of i refrigerating 
plants and special ships for the 
handung of this trade. 

The shipowners caught the rail- 
road traffic managers napping. When 
the latter woke up, they found every- 
thing set for a permanent diversion 


of this commodity to the water 
lines. 
No longer need the freight cars 


that come into Los Angeles load- 
ed go out empty. No longer need 
the departing ship go in ballast, aft- 
er discharging her cargo at Port Los 
Angeles. 

That is the new situation. And 
that is the situation that calls for 
co-operation from awakened trame 
managers. Everything possible to 
encourage the creation of outbound 
freight to fill the unloaded cars must 
include rates that will encourage 
production instead of rates that dis- 
courage it.

LEGISLATION PASSED.

FISHERMAN’S PARADISE IN 
MONTEREY SOON TO BE. 
REACHED BY AUTO. 


Monterey county, though it is not 
right next to Los Angeles county, 
has long been known as a paradise 
for fishermen and huntsmen. In the 
wild stretches from Carmel down 
through the Big Sur country to San 
Luis matey county anglers and nim- 
rods are generally certain of finding 
an abundance of sport, but the mo- 
torist has been practically shut off 
from this stretch owing to the lack 
of good roads.

AUTO PRICES 


HIT BOTTOM. 


And Used Car Market 


Takes Corresponding Drop; 
Prewar Quotations Prevail. 


For the first time since prewar 
days the motor car industry has 
been able to get its prices on new 
automobiles down to the prices pre- 
vailing six or seven years ago, and 
in some few cases even a trifle 
lower, due to lower prices of ma- 
terial and labor, as well as a re- 
turn to normal operating conditions 
which have considerably reduced 
the overhead expenses from the ex- 
tremely high level they reached 
through the flurry of taking care of 
orders for war material and sup- 
plying the government's demand for 
trucks and passenger cars to be 
used for military service. 

This reduction in new cars has 
brought the used car market down 
to a correspondingly low level, and 
at no time within the past ten or 
more years has it been possible to 
obtain such great value for s0 
small an outlay in second-hand or 
renewed automobiles. 

Manager Burt Roberts of the Los 
Angeles Motor Car Dealers’ Associa- 
tion in commenting on this condi- 
tion said: “The used car market 
necessarily follows price levels in 
new cars very closely. Naturally in 
consideration of the fact that more 
than 76 per cent of the sales of new 
motor cars involve in some way a 
trade-in on the purchaser's used 
car, the dealer and distributor al- 
ways operates a used car depart- 
ment in connection with his new 
car dealings. In some cases this 
used car department is operated at 
a different address from the new 
car sales plant, but it is really as 
much a part of his business as new 
car sales. 

“We are very careful to see that 
the dealers and distributors we 
take into our organization as mem- 
bers are men of standing in the 
community and we are thus able to 
vouch, in a way, for their square 
dealing and reliability. For that 
reason the motorist who purchases 
a used car from one of our mem- 


bere is able to get a car at a small 


fraction of the original cost of the 
same car. Besides, due to the fact 
that these cars have been taken in 
on new sales, the allowance to the 
new car buyer is no more than the 
value of that car to the dealer on 
the closest possible margin of turn- 
over. Reports from the East in- 
dicate that a rise in prices of new 
ears from their present low level 
is likely to occur early in the 
spring. Whether this is only rumor 
or not I believe that now is the 
time to buy used cars, and that the 
buyer never again will be in a posi- 
tion to make so good a deal as he 
can right now.“

ALL DEPENDS. 


One Lone Animal Appears to 
Have the Best of It. 


— 


But It's All a Problem of 
Mechanical Advantage. 


Motor Car is Right There in 
the Speed Line. 


Apropos of comparisons between 
engine horsepower and literal horse 
power, some one arises to ask why it 
is that a one-ton car, for instance, 
must have 20 horsepower to travel 
on roads which a single horse with 
an equal load can tackle, this in spite 
of the fact that the ra of the car 
is based upon the of the 
animal itself. 


“It is All a problem of mechanical 
advantage,” says O. R. Fuller of the 
White Auto Company, Stephens Sa- 
ent Six distributors, undertaking to 
answer the question. Vor instance, 
take the example of the seesaw o 
the playground. Let a man sit on 
the short end of the plank and a 
baby on the other. If suitably pro- 
portioned, the plank will sink under 
the child's weight, lifting the man 
merely because the child's weight is 
multiplied by the greater leverage. 

“The same results may be illustrat- 
ed in a variety of ways—by crowbar, 
pulleys, screws or inclined plane. But 
though you can raise a heavy * 
in this manner, it is done at a disad- 
vantage. The child on the seesaw, 
for instance, moves through a 
greater distance and, though raising 
several times its own weight, does 
so only to a low height. 

“So while the horse can perhaps 
move an equal load, it cannot attain 
the car’s speed. One works at one 
sort of mechanical advantage and 
the other at another. To enable a 
car with one horsepower to climb a 
hill it would have to be geared to a 
low ratio, sacrificing speed for power. 
In the same way, two animals cannot 
increase the speed of the vehicle un- 
less they can increase their own 
speed proportionately. And as speed 
is increased you must add enough 
animals to make up for the loss in 


wer. 

That explains the greater power 
of a motor-propelled vehicle. Again, 
a horse can perhaps exert for short 
periods approximately seven times 


Its normal force. But an automobile 


cannot do so, therefore ite normal 
power must be equa! to all demands.”

N observation extending over most of 

the ranges of the Southwest and many 
farms of the MiddleWest is the cause of, 
of my earnest conviction that the farmers of 
California must turn to live stock for their 
profit. I am putting forth no book farmer's 
or academic stockman’s theory, but the opin- 
iong based on the experience of twenty-five 
years devoted to the handling of stock, and 
the ‘first-hand study of live-stock conditions.

YUCAIPA.—Someone with a leaning to- 
wards figures has been juggling them in 


connection with the Yucaipa apple crop 
which has just about been handled. He finds 
that this year there have been enough Yu- 
caipa apples grown, on about 6000 acres of 
bearing orchards, to make a belt half way 
around the world at the equator if they 
were placed side by each touching each 
other. And the same man said that in an- 
other year the trees will be producing 
enough red apples to make a belt all the 
way around. Whatever the merit of these 
calculations, it is a fact that for several 
weeks now money has been flowing into 
the valley as never before. The entire 
crop will be worth close to a million dol- 
lars to the growers. For almost two 
months the seven packing-houses have had 
a weekly pay roll of about $20,000 a week, 
The growers have also paid all of that for 
the picking of the fruit. Great fleets of 
auto trucks have been developed to handle 
the fruit. One man started in the 
first. of the season with one truck. He 
added others until he now has fourteen 
trucks and he says he can almost pay 
for them with this season's work. Several 
other truck contractors have had a simi- 
lar experience.

Asthma can be.cured by training 
the abdominal muscles to hold up the dia 
phragm; but nobody can be cured - of 
asthma who wears a belt, unless they wear 
suspenders also. 

“If people only realized that wrong eat- 
ing and wrong breathing are virtually the 
Cause of all the sickness in the world, they 
would try to find out more about the way 
to keep well, instead of waiting until wrong 
Ging ends in sickness. People who have 
enough air pass through thetr lungs are not 
nervous, are seldom tired, do not suffer 
from headaches, indigestion, asthma, tuber- 
culosis, weak throats, etc., and incidentally 
cannot suffer from lumbago, hernia and 
other troubles. These, although apparently 
not connected with breathing, yet are really 
caused by the strain on ‘parts of the body 
_ held incorrectly, and with right breathing 
the body cannot be held incorrectly. 


“Men who breathe correctly cannot wear 
belts with any comfort. In fact, I have 
never seen a belt wearer breathe natural- 
ly. A man may be so strong that he can 
wear a belt for many years without feeling 
any il] effects, but it can be scientifically

Tie talande of the Pacific Were « pare 
diese, until missionaries. merchants and 
white sailors brought clothes and rum and 
syphilis, and destroyed one of the en 


ces of men that ever inhabited the earth. 
In many other tropical countries life t& 
anything but a pleasant dream. It is rather 
n found of discomforts. 

Tn the October Century, E. Alexander 
Powell writes of North Borneo, a large re 
gion ‘controlled and governed by a char- 
tered British corporation, that apparently 
has no soul. It makes its own laws, and 
the people are practically slaves. Of the 
life of the few white residents, Mr. Howell 
writes: 

“Though Sandakan is the largest town 
in British North Borneo, with a population 
of perhaps 15,000, it has barely 100 Euro- 
pean inhabitants, of whom only a dozen are 
women. The sacrifices of the women who, 
in order to be near their husbands, con- 
sent to sicken and fade and grow old be- 
fore their time, in such a spot, are very 
great. With their children at school in En- 
gland, they pass their lonely lives in palm- 
thatched bungalows, raised high above the 
ground on stilts as a protection against . 
sects, snakes and floods, with no amuse- 
ments save such as they can provide them- 
selves, and in a climate so hot that it is 
impossible to venture out of doors with any 
degree of comfort amy in the early morning 
or after midnight. They are as truly em- 
pire builders as the men, and, though they 
play less conspicuovs roles, perhaps, they 
are no less deserving of honors and re- 
werds. 


“Because existence in Sandakan is made 
almost unendurable by mosquitoes and other 
insects, within every sleeping-room is con- 
structed a rectangular framework, covered 
with mosquito-netting, and. just large 
enough to contain a bed, a dressing table 
and a chair. In these insect-proof compart- 
ments the Europeans spend all of their 
sleeping and many of their waking hours. 
So aggressive are the mosquitoes at cer- 
tain seasons of the year, that when one 
gives a dinner or invites friends in for 
bridge, the servants hand to the guests 
long sacks of mosquito-netting, which they 
draw over their feet and legs, tying the top 
of the sack about the waist. 


“The open space beneath the house is 
Mavally allotted to chickens and other do- 
mestic animals, a custom which frequently 
results in attracting pythons and other 
varieties of reptiles, with which Borneo 
abounds. While I was in Sandakan @ 
python invaded the hen roost, beneath the 
house of the local magistrate, and devoured 
half a dozen imported Wyandottes. Gorged 
to repletion, the great snake fell asleep. It 
Was discovered the next morning by. pre 
servants, and the magistrate blew off its 
head with a shotgun. Its mottled skin 
measured slightly over twenty feet. 


“Even in this forgotten corner of the em- 
pire, 10,000 miles from the lights of the 
restaurants in Piccadlily, the men religious- 
ly observe the English ritual of dressing for 
dinner. For when the mercury climbs 
to 110, though the temptation is to go about 
in pajamas, one’s drenched body and droop- 
ing spirits need to be bolstered up with a 
stiff shirt and a white mess-jacket. That 
the stiffest shirt-front is wilted in an hour 
makes no difference; it reminds them that 
they are still Englishmen. 


“As might be expected under such condt- 
tions, the Chinese bartenders at the club 
are kept busy until far into the night, while 
about once a month the entire white male 
population goes on a terrific spree. Consid- 
ering the great distance they are brought, 
‘wines and liquors are surprisingly cheap 
in Borneo, and nearly every man whom I 
met was insistent that I should try some 
special concoction, which he claimed to 
have invented, and of which he was inor- 
dinately proud. The government doctor in 
Sandakan specialized on a drink which he 
had dubbed ‘Tarantula Juice,’ and another 
which he called ‘Whisper of Death“ He 
assured me very earnestly that no one un- 
accustomed to it could take three drinks of 
the latter without requiring the services of 
an undertaker.-. . . 

“Most of thé officials go out to Borneo 
as Cadets, serve a long and arduous appren- 
ticeship in one of the most trying climates 
in the world, are miserably paid and 
eventually retire, broken in health, on a 
pension which permits them to live in a 
Bloomsbury lodging house, ride on a tup

From the vieinity of the Needles south- 
ward are several settlements of Indians, 
mainly of the Yuman stock, numbering 
about 3000 in all. They, have always dwelt 
where they now are, practicing some agri- 
culture, not however by irrigation so much 
as by the less arduous method of availing 
themselves of the annual floods, Egyptian- 
fashion. The Spaniards attempted to es- 
tablish missions among them in the late 
Cighteenth century, but without success. 


Not far from the Needles the attention 
of the motorist is pretty sure to be at- 
tracted by a signboard bearing the legend 
—Mystic Mage. This is featured by the 
local white population at a prehistoric curi- 
osity of inexplicable origin. Coming from 
a land of prehistoric woiiders, I asked if 
the Mystic Maze was worth visiting. My 

' informant replied that he had seen a good 
many sights in the Southwest himself, and 
that this was equal to or a little ahead of 
most of them. Upon this recommendation 
we stopped. 


Prehistoric Mystery a Stone Vine- 
yard Terraced Above River. 


F COURSE the name Mystic Maze is a 

modern affix of the whites. I was pre 
pared to encounter a pocket in the hills 
filled with mysterious winding 
marked bp Druidical monuments of stones. 
What we actually came upon a short dis- 
tance from the road up the bulge of the 
ridge above the river, was a patch of desert 
traversed by contours of stones—a sort of 
prehistoric terraced vineyard minus the 
grape vines. A crew of laborers with stout 
rakes could have created the effect in a 
few days’ work But why anyone should 
have gone to the trouble of raking or piling 
the stones into windows ten feet apart is 
the mystery. The present Indians have no 
explanation to offer, it is claimed. The 
formation bears a faint resemblance to the 
prehistoric fish traps in the old gulf basin 
near the Salton Sea. The terraced gardens 
of the Hopi Indians also suggest a clue. 


The Needles are a group of natural obe- 
lisks piercing the sky a few miles south of 
the rocky narrows selected for the railroad 
and highway bridges. They signalize the 
change from the mesa, or flat-topped, to the 
sierra, or toothed, style of mountain top. 
The great desert of the eastern half of 
California, embracing the Mojave and the 


desert in the world. In topography, in 
color, in composition and in plant life, it is 
a vast scarred, dessjcated eccentric wilder- 
ness of natural curiosities. The deserts of 
Arizona and New Mexico are chiefly inter- 
esting for their human antiquity; but Call- 
fornia’s desert, a land never occupied and 

never desired and for the most part des- 
tined so to remain, is interesting entirely 

itself. 

Monotony and dreariness are inapplicable, 
here. To be sure they may express the re 
action of a mind possessing a bias in favor 
of green fields and city parks. But the 
only persistent annoying wearying element 
of the desert is its heat during half the 
year. This heat seems to take the tangl- 
bility out of the air. A sandstorm or fierce 
electric display is preferable to that deadly 
hot calm in which the atmosphere verges 
on vacuum. The desert should be 3 
from May to October. 


The Spring Desert a V ast Meadow 
of Fragrant Wildflowers. 


F THE allotted three inches of rainfall 
ha ve arrived, the spring desert from 
Needles to the volcanic belt near Amboy is 
certain be a vast meadow of - fragrant 
blooming shrubs and annual wildflowers.

Rather than re- 
trace the ten miles of exceedingly bad road, 
we waited a half hour for a freight to pull 
out and then boldly ee across eight 
pairs of rails. 


Condition of road Coverned by 
Varied Composition of Desert. 


HE main traveled desert roads are bad 

enough. The substance of the Mojave 
Desert is prone to vary considerably, and 
with each variation the condition of the 
road. The stretches of gravelly soil are the 
happiest; but these alternate with sand and 
boulders, when the creeping pace is either 
enforced, or, because of the unevenness, 
rendered advisable. Across the worst of the 
sandy belts pavements were at one time 
laid. These are now weathered to fantastic 
forms like the rest of the landscape, and 
detours broken in by some brave adventur- 
er are much to be preferred. The highway 
avoids with good reason as much of the 
black lava as possible. But there is an- 
other sort of volcanic stuff covering great 
areas. This is rather attractive in appear- 
ance, resembling, except where the travel 
has slashed through it, a pavement inlaid 
with semiprecious stones. I have picked 
up chips of volcanic rock of a brighter red 
than anything discoverable in the petrified 
forests. 

The creosote bush, which is one’s con- 
stant companion the entire breadth of the 
desert, maintains its weakest hold upon life 
in the volcanic regions; and most other 
shrubs—except one—make no attempt to 
live there at all. The one exception is the 
beautiful gray plant. popularly known as 
desert holly. This little atriplex displays 
an odd preference for lava and cinders. 
While comparatively rare in other local- 
ities, it multiplies abundantly on the black 
walls and rims of craters. 


Smoke-trees Make Misty Proces- 
ies Into the Canyons. 


N THE washes and rocky barrancas 

wraithy smoke-trees make misty pro- 
cessions up into the canyons.

In a talk before the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives, 
Everett C. Brown, president of the National 
Livestock Exchange, said: 


“Domestic consumption of meat is rapidly 
declining. Give the livestock industry its 
per capita consumption of a decade ago, 
applied to our present population, and the 
consumption would 
amount to over 1,000,000,000 pounds.” 


The meat packers in Chicago, realizing 
this fact, try to stop the coming tide by 
engaging so-called medical authorities and 
professors of nutrition, to prove the ne- 
cessity of meat in our diet. The American 
Food Journal, evidently subsidized by the 
packing industry, recently published a num- 
ber of articles, containing misleading state- 
ments and absolute falsehoods, such as: 


“Meat is without question the most im- 
portant single article in the diet of the hu- 
man being after it is weaned. That this 


has boon known to the human Face condensed milk and pecled bat 


from its earliest times. 

“Meat is also one of the most important 
sources of our mineral requirements, prin- 
cipally iron, phosphorus and calcium, and 
to a lesser extent of sulphur and other ele- 
ments. The four mentioned are indispen- 
sable for normal growth and for the main- 
tenance of good health. 

“Finally, meat also furnishes all three of 
the much talked of vitamines, or accessory 
factors, which are necessary for the promo 
tion of the growth in the child and for the 
maintenance of health in both child and 
adult. The organs of the body, such as the 
liver, kidneys and heart, are especially 
valuable in this respect.” 

Referring to this, Otto Carque writes as 
follows: 

“One could scarcely present statements 
more diametrically opposed to the truth. 

“A comparatively small percentage of the 
earth’s population uses meat as a staple 
Met. The healthiest and strongest races 
are practically vegetarians. It has been 
proven, time and again, that lean beef is a 
starvation food, as the important mineral 
elements have been removed in the blood 
and bones. | 

“In spite of these desperate efforts of the 
packers, meat eating, especially among the 
more intelligent people, will decline, and 
the packing-hovses will ufimately have to 
be used for some better purpose.“ 7

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THE PRINCIPLES OF, GOOD TABLE 
DECORATION. 

VITABILITY, good color, good lines 
and good composition are vital re- 
quirements in artistic decoration. All 
decorative objects besides being beau- 
tifal in themselves must be beautiful in 
relation to surrounding objects and to the 
background. Even though there are certain 
necessary te follow in decoration the 
result achieved reveals the individuality of 
the person who is planning the room. Origi- 
mality, however, if carried too far may not 
be in good taste as the un-

usual is not always the beaw- 
tiful. The decoration which 
is different cannot be ac 
cepted on those grounds 
alone—it must conform to at 
Jeast some of the general 
rules and principles of art. 
When entering a dining- 
room the impression received 
should be one of resffulness 
and peace, and dignity, as 
well as that of a room where 
& meal is to be eaten and en- 
joyed. Dignity is produced 
by a similarity of line in the 
table, rug and lighting fix- 
tures. The table may be 
round, square or oblong. Ik 
the ceiling or floor decoration 
has a similar she, the room 
seems more of a unit. The 
whole room, as well as the 
table when set must be a pic- | 
ture combining good color, 
good composition and har- 
mony. Much of the svccess 
depends upon a good back- 
ground.
